It has been said that this -debt is so
great that it is too vast for compreben-
sion. Now as & practical man I propose
tq weigh it and measure it, that we may
thereby obtain a more definate idea of
its immensity.

will make one foot in length, 24 so
| placed will make one yard in length,
and 41,240 so placed will make one
mile in length, The earth is 21,600
miles in circumference. It would, there-
fore, require $812,384,000 to go once
around it. . This vast sum must be mal-
tiplied by four and four-tenths to make it
equal the amount of our National debt,
which would make the silver dollars go
around the earth’s circumference four
times, and cover £,540 miles besides.
Allowing a silver dollar to weigh sn
ounce, 16 to a pound, 2000 pounds to
the tun, our debt would weigh 125,000
tuns, and would require 125 ehips of
1000tuns burthen cach to carry it. '

Tt would make 62,500 truck loads,
of two tuns each, and calculntiug that
each truck will cover a space of 30 feet:
they would stretch a distance of 355
milos, and make a chain of trucks which
would encompass the great cities of New
York, Albany and Troy inan elliptical
line. - It would take a man 865 years
and 40 days to count the amount of this
vast-debt, estimating that he would count
260 per minute working ten honrs a day
and six days a woek,
